POPLAR BLUFF— Fire of un­ 
known origin destroyed the 
Modern Laundry and Dry Clean­ 
ing at 11 p.m. Sunday. The busi­ 
ness Is In the 100 block of North 
Rlverview. 
Firemen received the first call 
at 11 o'clock and two trucks were 
rushed to the scene. Fire Chief 
J. E. Farris stated Monday that 
off-duty 
firemen, 
auxiliary 
members and a number of resi­ 
dents 
who volunteered were 
used to bring the blaze under 
control. 
The fire started In the middle 
of the structure and moved to 
the rear of the building. All 
machinery in the laundry was 
destroyed. The first firemen on 
the scene said the fire spread 
rapidly and the building soon 
started falling in. 
Chief Farris said that Tome 
O'Connor, the owner, reported 
his loss of building and machin­ 
ery would be about $250,000. 


This doesn't include the loss of 
customers* clothing. 
The office section was the only 
part left standing, but clothing 
ready for delivery was damaged 
by smoke, heat and water. Rec­ 
ords were removed from the 
building. 


The heat became so Intense at 
one time that the State Patrol 
was forced to stop traffic on 
Highway 60. 


O'Connor 
reported t h a t 
he plans to start rebuilding his 
business. He had insurance. 
Firemen, who were at the 
scene for 5 1/2 hours, kept the 
blaze from spreading to homes 
of Paul and Art Hinrichs, east 
of the fire on B Street, and 
the business block on Bartlett 
Street to the south. A frame 
dwelling occupied by Fred Davis 
at the northwest corner of the 
laundry was saved from t h e 
flames.

National Broadcasting 
Co., said lt was sending tons of 
air-conditioning equipment to 
St. Louis by plane to cool off 
two mobile television trucks at 
today's All-Star game at Busch 
Stadium. The network said ex- 


treme heat could burn out fila­ 
ments in its equipment. 
Power failures in Nebraska 
were attributed to a relay fail­ 
ure at South Dakota's big Fort 
Randall Dam and a burned out 
main transformer at a Nebras­ 
ka power station. 
Two blackouts, one shortly 
after 11 a.m. Monday and the 
other at 
midafternoon, each 
lasted about an hour and a half 
to two hours.

service. 
"The community of interest

"Much travel between Sikes­ 
ton, Memphis and St. Louis 
occurs daily. The flight 
ser­ 
vice to Memphis and St. Louis 
would eliminate a lot of driv­ 
ing and there would be much 
more air traffic generated.

“ Some reporters in Viet Nam are inexper­ 
ienced — I think we are getting a headline type 
of coverage“ — Robert H. Fleming, deputy 
White House press secretary. 
“We are getting distorted reports from Viet 
Nam . . . the reporters are inexperienced“ 
— Eldridge Durbrow, State Department repre­ 
sentative, in a speech in Alabama. 
“ I am fed up with these attacks oil the press— 
give us some facts on press coverage in Viet 
Nam“ — a managing editor. 
The attacks this week are just a couple of a 
long series. 
The fact is the press always has been at­ 
tacked in wartime because its reports fre­ 
quently clash with government views and with 
the image government would like to present. 
And reporters, too, must bring unpleasant, 
confusing and discouraging reports to the public, 
which reacts, as all people do, with irritation. 
There are two immutable rules on press criti­ 
cism which are as inevitable as the tides. 
Criticism of the press by government rises 
in direct proportion to the amount of adverse 
news printed which may not be in line with 
government policy. 
Criticism by the public rises in direct propor­ 
tion to the amount of news read which under­ 
mines what it would like to believe — above 
all on such emotional issues as the conflict in 
Viet Nam. 
The war in Viet Nam more than any other in 
recent history has invoked these two axioms. 
First let us deal with this “inexperience“ 
charge. It is a “ Sylvesterism“ having been 
used frequently by the government, principally 
Arthur Sylvester, assistant Secretary of De­ 
fense, who conducts his own private guerrilla 
war against correspondents. 
The inexperience charge is neither accurate 
nor pertinent to the situation. 
The present Associated Press writing staff 
in Viet Nam ranges in age from 61 to 25, 
with experience in the business of reporting 
as follows: 35 years, 28 years, 23 years, 18 
years, 14 years, 13 years, 11 years, 8 years and 
7 years. Three covered World War II and 
Korea. Two, Pulitzer Prize winners Peter 
Arnett and Horst Faas, have been in Viet Nam 
four years each, which is longer than Am­ 
bassador Lodge, General Westmoreland and 
nine-tenths of the Americans over there. 
But neither age nor experience has anything 
to' do with reporting. Young men fight wars 
and die, and young correspondents must re­ 
port wars and sometimes die, as they have in 
every war in history. In Viet Nam, in the past 
14 months, two. Associated Press men have been 
killed and six wounded. They were reporting 
first hand — not second-guessing from Wash­ 
ington. 
One more statistic, because there has been 
some criticism that the press is not spending 
enough to cover the war. Last year The A sso­ 
ciated Press spent three-quarters of a million 
dollars in Viet Nam on staff and communications. 
Generalized attacks on correspondents as a 
group or upon individuals are not pertinent to 
the question of whether the truth is being report­ 
ed from Viet Nam. 
The question is not who 
wrote the story but what the story said. Age is 
no guarantee against mistakes. 
The only legitimate point at issue is whether 
each particular story is accurate in fact and 
detail. An examination of the record of what 
has been reported from Viet Nam in the past 
four years and what government officials have 
said about Viet Nam in the same period leaves 
no doubt that the reporting has been more 
accurate than the official statements. This 
does not mean everything reported from Viet 
Nam is accurate. It isn’t. Mistakes are in­ 
evitable. For example, facts still are coming 
out of World War II which contradict both 
official reports and newspaper stories of the 
time. It is part of the confusion of war. 
But, on the whole, Viet Nam is being better 
reported and more accurately reported, with 
less restrictions, than any war in our history, 
at a great price in blood and money. 
Out of the early confusion and argument of the 
American buildup in Viet Nam has come a 
workable press-armed forces relationship. Gen. 
Westmoreland has laid down a set of guidelines 
on security matters such as troop movements, 
casualties, etc., which are adhered to by the 
correspondents. These rules stem from World 
War II and Korea and do not extend to the political 
field. Nor do they restrict a correspondent re­ 
porting what he sees. It is significant, too, 
that the working relationship between the war 
correspondents and fighting men in the field has 
been excellent .in contrast to the hullaballoo 
from Washington. 
What then is the difficulty? 
It is the war itself, confusing and the most 
controversial in American history. 
First there is the fighting. There are no 
measuring rods that a correspondent can use to 
show who’s winning and losing jeaeh day. No 
towns are captured, occupied and put behind 
the lines. There is no front, few large battled 
by the standards of every other war. Small 
units strike at the Viet Cong, who strike back 
from ambush. U. S. forces claim a victory and 
the Viet Cong mortar the Saigon air base and 
blow up a hotel in the middle of town to dispute 
the claim. 


There is a daily body count of enemy dead of 
extremely doubtful value. Who’s to say the dead 
man was a peasant or a Viet Cong? Who’s going 
to wander around a Viet Cong infested jungle 
trying to count bodies of enemy dead? How many 
nave the Viet Cong pulled away? In any case, 
if the enemy loses 100 but recruits or imports 
200, who’s winning? 
All these imponderables leave huge gaps for 
claims of any kind by the South or North Viet­ 
namese, by hawks or doves, by the government, 
or by those against the war. 
The advocates of the war in Viet Nam like to 
choose the best of the reports as the only “truth;*’ 
the “doves’* the worst. 
The correspondents as a whole try to report 
both, and incur the wrath of both hawks and 
doves. 
But the military action, confusing as it is, 
comes through with startling clarity compared 
to the political situation. 
Harassed American g o v e r n m e n t officials 
brought up in democratic thinking have faced the 
dismal task of explaining, supporting, justifying 
and seeking to bolster seven military dictator­ 
ships in less than three years. 
As the explanations get tougher, the attacks 
on the press reporting the comings and goings 
of Saigon’s political squirrel cage have become 
more irritable. 
There has been no war in history where the 
American government has been put in a more 
difficult position in supporting an allied regime. 
The only comparable incident took place early 
in World War II with American government 
recognition of Admiral Darlan’s government in 
North Africa. This stirred great public contro­ 
versy and also attacks on correspondents quite 
similar to those today. But Darlan’s government 
lasted only briefly. 
The government would like the news from Saigon 
presented favorably in black and white. 
The reader would like a clear, simple explana­ 
tion of who’s winning and what he, as a citizen, 
is paying for in blood and taxes. 
But South Viet Nam is neither black nor 
white, nor clear, nor simple. At best it is 
different shades of gray, at worst a political 
and military enigma. 
And when the reporter reports the confusion 
accurately he satisfies neither reader nor 
government, but that’s his job. 


There is an Orwellian “1984“ concept both 
among some government officials and some 
segment of the public that if the reporter just 
reported the good news, somehow things would 
be better. This is sometimes equated with pa­ 
triotism by its more extreme advocates. But 
this is not how this democracy functions. Nor 
could it and still remain a democracy. 
Judge Learned Hand, in an antitrust decision 
years ago against The Associated Press, spoke 
eloquently of the function of the press. His words 
apply today. 
He said: 


“The newspaper industry serves one of the 
most vital of all general interests: the dis­ 
semination of news from as many different 
sources and with as many facts and colors as 
is possible. That interest is closely akin to, if 
indeed it is not the same, as the interest pro­ 
tected by the First Amendment; it presup­ 
poses that right conclusions are more likely 
to be gathered out of a multitude of tongues 
than through any kind of authoritative selection. 
To many this is, and always will be folly; but 
we have staked upon it our all.** 
* * * 


JOB CORPS REASSESSMENT 
Born with great expectations in 1964, the Job 
Corps now finds itself the No. 1 problem child of 
the federal anti-poverty program. Reports that 
the Johnson administration may do away with the 
camp-based vocational training program for 
unemployed youth are denied by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 
But the program clearly has lost its pizzaz. 
A House committee recently trimmed the Job 
Corps fund authorization for fiscal 1967 to $200 
million. Plans to enroll 100,000 young men and 
women in the 103 urban job training and rural 
conservation centers have been revised down­ 
ward to a maximum of 45,000 enrollees. 
Private industry which initially fought for con­ 
tracts to operate the centers is having second 
thoughts. Litton Industries reportedly turned 
down an offer to operate a new center, explain­ 
ing that “corporate policy“ bars running any 
more than the two centers it now handles. 
Federal Electric Corporation, operator of Camp 
Kilmer, N. J., no longer talks about wanting 
“the whole Job Corps pie.” 
And finnicky business leaders of St. Petersburg, 
Fla., made things so unpleasant for the women’s 
Job Corps Center there that O.E.O. has decided 
to withdraw from the “hostile environment.” 
Some 222 young women in the Florida city will 
be transferred to other centers by mid-July. 
Such early growing pains perhaps are to be ex­ 
pected. For the time being, however, Congress 
has declared that the Job Corps will have to be 
satisfied with consolidation.

The Superintendent of the Mis­

INSULT TO INJURY 
North Dakota has a new law to 
become effective July 1 which is 
both astounding and unique. 
It contains two main provis­ 
ions. First of all, no electric 
utility may extend its distri­ 
bution lines beyond the corpor­ 
ate limits of a municipality 
without an authorizing order 
from the Public Service Com­ 
mission. 
There is nothing remarkable 
about that. The staggering pro­ 
vision comes next. The Com­ 
mission cannot issue such an 
order unless the electric co­ 
operative with lines or facili­ 
ties nearest the place where 
service is required gives its 
consent in writing! 
This means, as one newspaper 
account puts it, that “Rural 
Electric Cooperatives get a 
virtual free hand for expan­ 
sion in territory outside cit­ 
ies . . . " By vetoing expan­ 
sion by investor-owned utilit­ 
ies, they can have the field all 
to themselves, irrespective of 
the wishes of customers and 
taxpayers. 
It means further, that these 
co-ops have been given regula­ 
tory powers over enterprises 
with which they compete for 
areas of service. And the state 
regulatory commission can do 
nothing about it, even though 
it might decide that the inter­ 
ests of consumers would be best 
met by authorizing expansion by 
an investor-owned company. 
The co-ops have always had 
expensive (expensive to the tax­ 
payers, that is) advantages, 
such as freedom from much 
of the tax burden private utilit­ 
ies pay and the right to borrow 
money from the Treasury at 


.below-cost interest rates. This 
North Dakota 
law adds in­ 
sult to injury and discourages 
taxpaying enterprise.

WHAT KIND OF DAM? 
Every time severe floods hit 
some 
section of the country 
there is renewed demand for 
the construction of big federal 
dams to catch and hold the wa­ 
ter. Needless to say, this ap­ 
proach is solidly backed by 
socialized power groups who 
are more interested in 
the 
power-producing potential of 
such dams than in their flood 
control value. 
The fact is that, in a great 
number of cases, there is no 
need for the big 
and 
ex­ 
tremely expensive dams. Small 
earth-fill dams in the headwa-, 
ters can capture the water be­ 
fore, not after, the damage has 
been done and later release it 
into rivers in an orderly fash­ 
ion. These small dams can be 
constructed at a relatively mod­ 
est cost by local contractors, 
thereby helping local 
com­ 
munities. 
They would back 
up reservoirs that would serve 
as recreation areas and pro­ 
vide fish habitat in the higher 
elevations. And there would be 
fewer productive valleys in­ 
undated by the lakes that the 
huge federal projects create. 
Sound conservation involves 
obtaining maximum result for 
minimum cost. When it comes 
to effective flood control, net­ 
works of small dams can often 
fill the bill perfectly.

A healthy railroad industry 
must be a stable industry. It 
must have the capacity to vig­ 
orously 
compete for traffic 
with 
the 
other commercial 
carriers. Certainly railroad 
labor has every Interest in 
bringing this situation about 
and in urging and supporting 
the steps and the measures that 
will make it possible.

In view of the high moral tone

Washington Merry- Go-Round 


WASHINGTON - The most 
sweeping anti - pollution pro­ 
posals to dean up waterways in 
American history will soon be 
made by Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis. 
Nelson, who began fighting 
pollution when he was governor 
of Wisconsin, has made an in­ 
tensive study showing that pol­ 
lution affects almost 
every 
walk of American life, from the 
big city to the remote country­ 
side. Here are some of 
the 
fects he has discovered: 
The great Bald Eagle, symbol 
of the United States, is 
be­ 
coming sterile. He's a meat- 
eater, eats fish and game which 
have been polluted with DDT 
sprays. 
The 
Blue Shell Crab is in 
danger of becoming extinct. It 
takes only one part DDT per 
one million parts 
sea water 
to kill a Blue Shell Crab in 
eight days. 
Sea Otters are becoming few­ 
er along the California coast as 
a result of polluted 
water. 
Ships dump their oil in 
the 
harbors or along the coast. The 
oil gets on the for of the Otter; 
the water then penetrates to 
his skin. He gets pneumonia and 
dies. 
More important is the even­ 
tual 
effect of pollution on 
human health, not only from 
pesticides but from the dump­ 
ing of raw sewage, chemicals, 
other industrial waste into the 
rivers, lakes and harbors of 
America. 
To remedy this, Sen. Nelson 
proposes that we build recrea­ 
tion lands and remedy pollu­ 
tion in the same way we built 
the highway system. Asa result 
of pressure from the oil, gas, 
tire, auto and teamster lob­ 
bies, congress decided the fed­ 
eral government would pay 90 
per cent 
for new highways 
with the states putting up only 
10 per cent. As a result the 
nation is crossed and counter­ 
crossed 
by 
new thruways. 
But there are no powerful 
lobbies working against-pglii»-'

tion. So the federal government 
puts up around 40 per cent, the 
cities 60 per cent to clean up 
the waterways and as a result 
nobody cleans them up. 
HELP TO INDUSTRY 
“Some states have 
tough 
laws." said Sen. Nelson, "but 
they're not enforced. 
Indus­ 
try says, *we11 move to an­ 
other state if you make us clean 
up 
pollution.* 
Labor 
gets 
scared; the Chamber of Com­ 
merce gets scared; and nobody 
does anything." 
Sen. Nelson proposed, there­ 
fore, the following benefits to 
industry to induce them to stop 
their present system of dump­ 
ing aaste into the rivers: 
1. Fast tax write • offs*. 
paper mills, for instance, would 
be allowed 20 to 40 per cent 
of the cost of the plant to help 
pay for new waste disposal 
systms. 
2. Matching funds from the 
federal government to indus­ 
try. 
“Our theory in the past was 
to punish the polluters,” Sen. 
Nelson says. “We haven’t. In­ 
stead we have just polluted all 
America." 
Nelson estimates that it would 
cost the nation $75 billion over 
15 years to really dean up pol­ 
lution, but he says it's worth 
it. Furthermore, if you try to 
tax industry alone for the cost 
of anti • pollution, it would just 
come back to the taxpayer in 
the end. 
“If you 
force 
the Ford 
Motor Company, for instance, 
to stop all its pollution," says 
Sen. Nelson, “the cost of the 
cleanup would go into the cost 
of a car — just as any increase 
in the cost of steel goesintothe 
cost of the car. Hie taxpayers 
will pay for it in the end. 
“Some years ago we started 
setting aside recreation areas 
for fishing, hunting and camp­ 
ing. 
We 
supported 
those 
projects by park entrance tees. 
That 
was all right 50 years 
ago," says Sen. Nelson, “but 
»today recreation is almost as 


important as education, and we 
have to finance it from the 
general fond. The higher the 
park fees go, the more you 
eliminate the poorer people 
who need to use the land." 
Accordingly, Sen. Nelson will 
Introduce legislation boosting 
the money for land use recrea­ 
tion up to around half a billion 
a year. 


DDT IN PENGUINS 
“We don't know much about 
pollution," he says, “ especial­ 
ly since we’ve added pesticides, 
oils and chemicals; I have in­ 
troduced a research program 
to give money to industry and 
colleges to find out the solu­ 
tions. 
“ Mexico has worked out one 
solution. It blows the chemicals 
out of the water, burns this , 
waste and then recycles the 
water through a filter and uses , 
it, not for drinking 
but for 
washing clothes." 
Among other things, 
Sen. , 
Nelson wants to bar ships in 
Great Lake harbors from dis­ 
charging garbage, trash,boxes 
and oil. 
He also points out that pesti­ 
cides which get into the water 
and the soil never can 
be 
absorbed and are gradually 
changing the aquatic patter 
of the United States. FOr in­ 
stance, pesticides 
get into 
aquatic plants, minnows 
eat 
the plants, and the big fish 
eat the minnows. Then the fish 
are caught and eaten by human 
beings. 
Scientists were amazed to 
discover that DDT existed In 
the fetty tissue of A delie Pen­ 
guins In the Antarctic. These 
are Penguins which live In the 
Antarctic and do not migrate. 
No sprays have been used In 
the Antarctic. Yet DDT Is found 
in the Penguin's fet. The only 
way it could get there is through 
drifting with ocean

Hospital Left Shorthanded 
As Nurses Stage Walkout 


CASTRO VALLEY, Calif. AP- 
A mass resignation of Cas­ 
tro Valley’s Eden Hospital re­ 
gistered nurses, seeking high­ 
er wages and better working 
conditions, has drastically re­ 
duced the hospital’s services. 
Surgery has been canceled. 
Ralph Hartley, a negotiator 
for the striking nurses, said 
“the patients will be truly aban­ 
doned” if negotiations fail to lift 
nurses from “the lowest paid 
professional group in the coun­ 
try.” 
Elmer Massmann, adminis­ 
trator for the 243-bed hospital, 
said, “ We are not admitting any 
patients who might be termed 
critical or risk patients.” 
The nurses, 91 of the staff's 
107, quit Sunday at 7 a.m. after 
rejecting pay proposals which 
they said were entirely inad­ 
equate. 
The hospital called in its 18 
supervisory nurses for emer­ 
gency duty. 
Nurses at 11 San Francisco 
hospitals and 19 hospitals in the 
East Bay area supported the 
Eden nurses and threatened to 
use the same resignation tactic 
in new contract negotiations. 
“We had intent of resignation 
letters in a month ago,” said 
Wilma McCarthy, chairman of 
the Eden Nurses Association, 
“but the medical staff apparent­ 
ly did not feel we would actually 
resign.” 
The 
nurses are seeking a 


beginning 
salary 
of $644 a 
month and a minimum after 10 
years of $710. They rejected 
proposals of $505 for beginners 
and $663 for 10-year nurses. 
Present salaries at Eden range 
from $425 to $485. 
When the nurses quit, the hos­ 
pital had 114 adult patients and 
14 infants. Twenty-three pa­ 
tients left Sunday and the hospi­ 
tal would not say how many 
new patients had been admitted. 
A meeting aimed at ironing out 
its dispute was scheduled today.

“A babe in a rm s " has proved 
■to be a boon to parks and recrea­ 
tion projects throughout 
the 
state. 
The ” babe" is the Missouri 
Inter - Agency Council for Out­ 
door Recreation and it 
has 
allocated federal monies 
of 
$1.8 million since its creation 
by statute on Oct. 13, 1965. 
“ We are extrem ely pleased 
with the response of Missouri 
communities,” Joe Jaeger, exe­ 
cutive Secretary for the Inter- 
Agency Council, said. 
Jaeger said the Council did 
not expect to get rolling as 
fast as it did. “ But the word is 
getting around about the op­ 
portunities available." He cur­ 
rently 
is 
considering 
82 
projects for park acquisition or 
development, including 65 from 
Missouri cities as counties. 
In feet, the response 
has 
been so good that Jaeger rue­ 
fully admits he is 32 cities 
behind in consideration of re­ 
quests for park monies. 
"We try to visit each com­ 
munity where a park is planned 
and this takes up most of our 
time.” Jaeger's

added two assistants and

Legend of ‘American 
Tragedy’Still Growing 
After 60 Years

BIG MOOSE, N.Y. (AP) — 
Sixty years ago next Monday on 
July 11, 1906, Grace Brown, a 
farm girl then 20 and four 
months pregnant, met death in 
Big Moose Lake in the Adiron- 
dacks, a hundred miles north­ 
west of Albany. 
The finding of her body the 
following day touched off one of 
the most celebrated murder 
cases In American history, for­ 
ming the basis for Theodore 
D re ise r's literary classic, "An 
A m erican Tragedy.” 
C hester E. Gillette, 23, an o r­ 
dinary m urderer, was later exe­ 
cuted and has long since van­ 
ished into an unmarked grave in 
Auburn, near the state prison. 
But the years only add to the 
legend and folklore. It now in­ 
cludes two books, two motion 
pictures, two plays, a television 
program , 
magazine articles, 
student theses, a folk song and 
uncounted personal m em ories. 
The case is still a popular to­ 
pic among residents of the area, 
although most of the voices are 
those of a generation whose only 
knowledge of the events was 
gained second hand. 
Among 
the exceptions are 
John Denlo of Old Forge, now 
86, believed to be the only wit­ 
ness to testify at the trial who is 
still alive, and Roy C. Higby, 
owner of a resort on Big Moose 
Lake, who discovered the body, 
though that fact was not re- 
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named Missouri as one of the 
first 12 states to be declared 
eligible for matching federal 
grants • in • aid from the Land 
and W ater Conservation Fund. 
Jaeger

M issouri 
ranks 
in the top three states 
in procuring federal monies for 
parks. "W e're one of the first 
states to organize a Council 
which does not represent any 
special interest.”

The Council has persuaded at

"That way the 
cities a re authorized to make 
a tax levy to run the park— 
and would rather work with a 
Park Board than a City Coun­ 
cil or County Court.” 
Jaeger said Northern Mis­ 
souri is the area that has the 
fewest parks. "People up there 
haven't expressed too much in­ 
te re st.” He said the other sec­ 
tions of the state are making 
p rogress in acquiring 
park 
land and developing good parks. 
The Council gives priority to 
requests 
from communities 
seeking park land. "We expect 
to get more requests for

velopment but right now

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara says air strikes against 
North Vietnamese oil storage 
depots have had no noticeable 
effect thus far on Communist 
infiltration into the South. 
At a news conference Mon­ 
day, McNamara said it is too 
early to determine if UJS. bomb­ 
ings of oil storage 
facilities 
near Hanoi and Haiphong have 
reduced the movement of men 
and equipment into South Viet 
Nam. 
“ We have not been able to 
notice any effect on movement 
so far,” he added. On June 29, 
the day of the initial strikes 
against the depots, McNamara 
had said “ there is no question 
but 
what these attacks will 
make it far more difficult and 
far more costly for the North to 
continue the infiltration.” 
In answer to a question Mon­ 
day, the secretary said “ Idon’t 
believe we have approached a 
limit to theuseofairpow er over 
North Viet Nam. As 
they in­ 
crease the movement or as they 
attempt to increase the move­ 
ment of men and material it 
may l>e necessary for us to fur­ 
ther increase our air effort 
there.” 


McNamara 
said, 
without 
mentioning a specific figure, 
that he expects an increase on 
the 280,000-man U.S. force in 
Viet Nam before the end of the 
year. 
And he said the United States 
is producing air munitions at 
such a rapid pace that he is or­ 
dering a $1-billion cutback in 
production. 
He 
also traced 
again the previously announced 
reduction of $4.3 billion in the 
cost of operating the nation's 
m ilitary services during fiscal 
19GG.

Tourist Centers Hit 
By Air Strike Pinch

NEW YORK (AP) — The na- 
tion's 
tourist 
centers have 
begun to feel the pinch of the 
strike against five major a ir­ 
lines, a survey indicated today. 
Hotels throughout the country 
reported 
cancellation as visi­ 
tors found it difficult to get 
space on one of the nonstruck 
airlines. Some tourists lined up 
at airports for available seats 
while others took to trains and 
buses or cars. Some even hitch­ 
hiked. 
In New York, for example, 
cancellations or “ no shows” for 
reservations of the city's 90,000 
hotel rooms have more than 
doubled since the airline strike 
began last Friday, a hotel asso­ 
ciation rei>orted. 
Usually around 13 per cent of 
those who reserve rooms fail to 
show up or cancel out, said 
Daniel C. Hickey, president of 
the New York State Hotel and 
Motel Associated. He said the 
rate in New York City has gone 
up to between 40 and 30 per 
cent. 
Hickey estimated the strike 
was costing the city's hotel in­ 
dustry $73,000 a day. • 
The New York Convention and 
Visitors Bureau put the tourist 
loss to the city as a whole at 
$500,000 a day l>ecause of the 
strike. 
San Francisco hotel spokes­ 
men said they liad expected a 
large influx of visitors this week 
but tor the most part they lia- 
ven't arrived. 
Newspapers in Miami said 
thousands of vacationers were 
stranded there. Only two do­ 
mestic airlines are still operat­ 
ing out of Miami and they re­ 
port flights booked to capacity. 
“ We suspect that a lot of per­ 
sons are booking space on more 
than one airline as a hedge 
against the possibility of not 
having a seat,” said a spokes­ 
man tor nonstruck American 
Airlines in Dallas. “ As a result, 
we have more no-shows than we 
normally do.” 
Three of the airlines serving 
Denver said more flights were 
leaving with empty seats. 
The nonstruck 
airliners were 
so busy taking reservations by 
phone that some reported cus­ 
tom ers had long waits — some­ 
tim es hours — before getting 
through.

EDT next 
Monday, and a Titan 2, which is 
to hoist Gemini 10 into space at 
6:21 p.m .

The astronauts will be back in 
the spacecraft Wednesday — 
this time in street clothes — to 
participate in a simulated flight 
and practice several emergency 
procedures and key elements of 
the planned three-day flight.

“ Some reporters in Viet Nam are inexper­ 
ienced — I think we are getting a headline type 
of coverage” — Robert H. Fleming, deputy 
White House press secretary. 
“We are getting distorted reports from Viet 
Nam . . . the reporters are inexperienced” 
— Eldridge Durbrow, State Department repre­ 
sentative, in a speech in Alabama. 
“ I am fed up with these attacks oh the press— 
give us some facts on press coverage in Viet 
Nam” — a managing editor. 
The attacks this week are just a couple of a 
long series. 
The fact is the press always has been at­ 
tacked in wartime because its reports fre­ 
quently clash with government views and with 
the image government would like to present. 
And reporters, too, must bring unpleasant, 
confusing and discouraging reports to the public, 
which reacts, as all people do, with irritation. 
There are two immutable rules on press criti­ 
cism which are as inevitable as the tides. 
Criticism of the press by government rises 
in direct proportion to the amount of adverse 
news printed which may not be in line with 
government policy. 
Criticism by the public rises in direct propor­ 
tion to the amount of news read which under­ 
mines what it would like to believe — above 
all on such emotional issues as the conflict in 
Viet Nam. 
The war in Viet Nam more than any other in 
recent history has invoked these two axioms. 
First let us deal with this “ inexperience” 
charge. It is a “ Sylvesterism” having been 
used frequently by the government, principally 
Arthur Sylvester, assistant Secretary of De­ 
fense, who conducts his own private guerrilla 
war against correspondents. 
The inexperience charge is neither accurate 
nor pertinent to the situation. 
The present Associated Press writing staff 
in Viet Nam ranges in age from 61 to 25, 
with experience in the business of reporting 
as follows: 35 years, 28 years, 23 years, 18 
years, 14 years, 13 years, 11 years, 8 years and 
7 years. Three covered World War II and 
Korea. Two, Pulitzer Prize winners Peter 
Arnett and Horst Faas, have been in Viet Nam 
four years each, which is longer than Am­ 
bassador Lodge, General Westmoreland and 
nine-tenths of the Americans over there. 
But neither age nor experience has anything 
to do with reporting. Young men fight wars 
and die, and young correspondents must re­ 
port wars and sometimes die, as they have in 
every war in history. In Viet Nam, in the past 
14 months, twa Associated Press men have been 
killed and six wounded. They were reporting 
first hand — not second-guessing from Wash­ 
ington. 
One more statistic, because there has been 
some criticism that the press is not spending 
enough to cover the war. Last year The Asso­ 
ciated Press spent three-quarters of a million 
dollars in Viet Nam on staff and communications. 
Generalized attacks on correspondents as a 
group or upon individuals are not pertinent to 
the question of whether the truth is being report­ 
ed from Viet Nam. 
The question is not who 
wrote the story but what the story said. Age is 
no guarantee against mistakes. 
The only legitimate point at issue is whether 
each particular story is accurate in fact and 
detail. An examination of the record of what 
has been reported from Viet Nam in the past 
four years and what government officials have 
said about Viet Nam in the same period leaves 
no doubt that the reporting has been more 
accurate than the official statements. This 
does not mean everything reported from Viet 
Nam is accurate. It isn’t. Mistakes are in­ 
evitable. For example, facts still are coming 
out of World War II which contradict both 
official reports and newspaper stories of the 
time. It is part of the confusion of war. 
But, on the whole, Viet Nam is being better 
reported and more accurately reported, with 
less restrictions, than any war in our history, 
at a great price in blood and money. 
Out of the early confusion and argument of the 
American buildup in Viet Nam has come a 
workable press-armed forces relationship. Gen. 
Westmoreland has laid down a set of guidelines 
on security matters such as troop movements, 
casualties, etc., which are adhered to by the 
correspondents. These rules stem from World 
War II and Korea and do not extend to the political 
field. Nor do they restrict a correspondent re­ 
porting what he sees. It is significant, too, 
that the working relationship between the war 
correspondents and fighting men in the field has 
been excellent .in contrast to the hullaballoo 
from Washington. 
What then is the difficulty? 
It is the war itself, confusing and the most 
controversial in American history. 
First there is the fighting. There are no 
measuring rods that a correspondent can use to 
show who’s winning and losing each day. No 
towns are captured, occupied and put behind 
the lines. There is no front, few large battled 
by the standards of every other war. Small 
units strike at the Viet Cong, who strike back 
from ambush. U. S. forces claim a victory and 
the Viet Cong mortar the Saigon air base and 
blow up a hotel in the middle of town to dispute 
the claim. 


There is a daily body count of enemy dead of 
extremely doubtful value. Who’s to say the dead 
man was a peasant or a Viet Cong? Who’s going 
to wander around a Viet Cong infested jungle 
trying to count bodies of enemy dead? How many 
nave the Viet Cong pulled away? In any case, 
if the enemy loses 100 but recruits or imports 
200, who’s winning? 
All these imponderables leave huge gaps for 
claims of any kind by the South or North Viet­ 
namese, by hawks or doves, by the government, 
or by those against the war. 
The advocates of the war in Viet Nam like to 
ohoose the best of the reports as the only * ‘truth;’’ 
the “doves” the worst. 
The correspondents as a whole try to report 
both, and incur the wrath of both hawks and 
doves. 
But the military action, confusing as it is, 
comes through with startling clarity compared 
to the political situation. 
Harassed American g o v e r n m e n t officials 
brought up in democratic thinking have faced the 
dismal task of explaining, supporting, justifying 
and seeking to bolster seven military dictator­ 
ships in less than three years. 
As the explanations get tougher, the attacks 
on the press reporting the comings and goings 
of Saigon’s political squirrel cage have become 
more irritable. 
There has been no war in history where the 
American government has been put in a more 
difficult position in supporting an allied regime. 
The only comparable incident took place early 
in World War II with American government 
recognition of Admiral Darlan’s government in 
North Africa. This stirred great public contro­ 
versy and also attacks on correspondents quite 
similar to those today. But Darlan’s government 
lasted only briefly. 
The government would like the news from Saigon 
presented favorably in black and white. 
The reader would like a clear, simple explana­ 
tion of who’s winning and what he, as a citizen, 
is paying for in blood and taxes. 
But South Viet Nam is neither black nor 
white, nor clear, nor simple. At best it is 
different shades of gray, at worst a political 
and military enigma. 
And when the reporter reports the confusion 
accurately he satisfies neither reader nor 
government, but that’s his job. 


There is an Orwellian “ 1984” concept both 
among some government officials and some 
segment of the public that if the reporter just 
reported the good news, somehow things would 
be better. This is sometimes equated with pa­ 
triotism by its more extreme advocates. But 
this is not how this democracy functions. Nor 
could it and still remain a democracy. 
Judge Learned Hand, in an antitrust decision 
years ago against The Associated Press, spoke 
eloquently of the function of the press. His words 
apply today. 
He said: 


“The newspaper industry serves one of the 
most vital of all general interests: the dis­ 
semination of news from as many different 
sources and with as many facts and colors as 
is possible. That interest is closely akin to, if 
indeed it is not the same, as the interest pro­ 
tected by the First Amendment; it presup­ 
poses that right conclusions are more likely 
to be gathered out of a multitude of tongues 
than through any kind of authoritative selection. 
To many this is, and always will be folly; but 
we have staked upon it our all.” 
* * * 


JOB CORPS REASSESSMENT 
Born with great expectations in 1964, the Job 
Corps now finds itself the No. 1 problem child of 
the federal anti-poverty program. Reports that 
the Johnson administration may do away with the 
camp-based vocational training program for 
unemployed youth are denied by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 
But the program clearly has lost its pizzaz. 
A House committee recently trimmed the Job 
Corps fund authorization for fiscal 1967 to $200 
million. Plans to enroll 100,000 young men and 
women in the 103 urban job training and rural 
conservation centers have been revised down­ 
ward to a maximum of 45,000 enrollees. 
Private industry which initially fought for con­ 
tracts to operate the centers is having second 
thoughts. Litton Industries reportedly turned 
down an offer to operate a new center, explain­ 
ing that “corporate policy” bars running any 
more than the two centers it now handles. 
Federal Electric Corporation, operator of Camp 
Kilmer, N. J., no longer talks about wanting 
“the whole Job Corps pie.” 
And finnicky business leaders of St. Petersburg, 
Fla., made things so unpleasant for the women’s 
Job Corps Center there that O.E.O. has decided 
to withdraw from the “hostile environment.” 
Some 222 young women in the Florida city will 
be transferred to other centers by mid-July. 
Such early growing pains perhaps are to be ex­ 
pected. For the time being, however, Congress 
has declared that the Job Corps will have to be 
satisfied with consolidation.

Colonel Hockaday stated that 
the Missouri holiday death toll 
was about average for a sum­ 
mer weekend. He said that while

deaths, 
Missouri can be proud of its 
holiday record. 
The Patrol's Safety Division 
reported that the oldest person 
killed over the Fourth of July 
holiday was 75 years of age. 
The youngest was six months 
old. There were three teenagers 
killed and four traffic victims 
were in their twenties. Two boys 
under ten years of age lost 
their lives over the holiday. 
The 
primary 
causes of the 
holiday traffic death accidents 
ranged from falling asleep at 
the wheel to stopping on an 
interstate 
highway 
with 
no 
lights. 
"Most of the fatal traffic ac- 


c idents that occurred could have 
been avoided if the drivers had 
just used 
common 
sense," 
Colonel 
Hockaday 
declared. 
"F o r them this was their last 
holiday, and for their friends 
and relatives the future Inde­ 
pendence Day holidays will be 
a time of sorrow." 
The Patrol Superintendent re­ 
minded motorists not to relax 
in their driving just because 
they 
got through the holiday 
without a mishap. He noted that 
at any time, any place, any­ 
where, a traffic accident can 
occur.

INSULT TO INJURY 
North Dakota has a new law to 
become effective Julyl which is 
both astounding and unique. 
It contains two main provis­ 
ions. First of all, no electric 
utility may extend its distri­ 
bution lines beyond the corpor­ 
ate limits of a municipality 
without an authorizing order 
from the Public Service Com­ 
mission. 
There is nothing remarkable 
about that. The staggeringpro- 
vision comes next. The Com­ 
mission 
cannot issue such an 
order unless the electric co­ 
operative 
with lines or facili­ 
ties 
nearest the place where 
service is 
required gives its 
consent in writing! 
This means, as one newspaper 
account puts it, that "Rural 
Electric 
Cooperatives get a 
virtual free hand 
for expan­ 
sion in territory 
outside cit­ 
ies . . . " By vetoing expan­ 
sion by investor-owned utilit­ 
ies, they can have the field all 
to themselves, irrespective of 
the wishes of customers and 
taxpayers. 
It means further, that these 
co-ops have been given regula­ 
tory powers over enterprises 
with which they compete for 
areas of service. And the state 
regulatory commission can do 
nothing about it, 
even though 
it might decide that the inter­ 
ests of consumers would be best 
met by authorizing expansion by 
an investor-owned company. 
The co-ops have always had 
expensive (expensive to the tax­ 
payers, 
that 
is) advantages, 
such as 
freedom 
from much 
of the tax burden private utilit­ 
ies pay and the right to borrow 
money 
from the Treasury at 


below-cost interest rates. This 
North Dakota 
law 
adds in­ 
sult to injury and discourages 
taxpaying enterprise.

WHAT KIND OF DAM? 
Every time severe floods hit 
some 
section of the country 
there is renewed demand for 
the construction of big federal 
dams to catch and hold the wa­ 
ter. Needless to say, this ap­ 
proach is solidly backed by 
socialized power groups who 
are more interested 
in 
the 
power-producing potential of 
such dams than in their flood 
control value. 
The fact is that, in a 
great 
number of cases, there is no 
need for the big 
and 
ex­ 
tremely expensive dams. Small 
earth-fill dams in the headwa- _ 
ters can capture the water be­ 
fore, not after, the damage has 
been done and later release it 
into rivers in an orderly fash­ 
ion. These small dams can be 
constructed at a relatively mod­ 
est cost by local contractors, 
thereby helping local 
com­ 
munities. 
They would back 
up reservoirs that would serve 
as recreation areas and pro­ 
vide 
fish habitat in the higher 
elevations. And there would be 
fewer productive valleys in­ 
undated by the lakes that the 
huge 
federal projects create. 
Sound conservation involves 
obtaining maximum result for 
minimum cost. When it comes 
to effective flood control, net­ 
works of small dams can often 
fill the bill perfectly.

In view of the high moral tone

Now that char­ 
ges of misconduct,

proved, have been made against 
Senator Dodd of Connecticut, the 
pack is in full cry. 
It is no coincidence that Con­ 
gressman Powell, who almost 
always votes with the far-left, 
was unscathed while Senator 
Dodd, a convinced and effective

WASHINGTON - The 
most 
sweeping anti - pollution pro­ 
posals to dean up waterways in 
American history will soon be 
made by Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis. 
Nelson, who began fighting 
pollution when he was governor 
of Wisconsin, has made an in­ 
tensive study showing that pol­ 
lution affects almost 
every 
walk of American life, from the 
big city to the remote country­ 
side. Here are some of 
the 
facts he has discovered: 
The great Bald Eagle, symbol 
of the United States, is 
be­ 
coming sterile. He's a meat- 
eater, eats fish and game which 
have been polluted with DDT 
sprays. 
The 
Blue Shell Crab is in 
danger of becoming extinct. It 
takes only one part 
DDT per 
one million parts 
sea water 
to kill a 
Blue 
Shell Crab in 
eight days. 
Sea Otters are becoming few­ 
er along the California coast as 
a result of polluted 
water. 
Ships dump their oil in 
the 
harbors or along the coast. The 
oil gets on the fur of the Otter; 
the water then penetrates to 
his skin. He gets pneumonia and 
dies. 
More important is the even­ 
tual 
effect 
of pollution on 
human health, not only from 
pesticides but from the dump­ 
ing of raw sewage, chemicals, 
other industrial waste into the 
rivers, lakes and harbors of 
America. 
To remedy this, Sen. Nelson 
proposes that we build recrea­ 
tion lands and remedy pollu­ 
tion in the same way we built 
the highway system. As a result 
of pressure from the oil, gas, 
tire, auto and teamster lob­ 
bies, congress decided the fed­ 
eral government would pay 90 
per cent 
for new highways 
with the states putting up only 
10 per cent. As a result the 
nation is crossed and counter­ 
crossed 
by 
new thruways. 
But there are no powerful 
lobbies working against pollu* 


tion. So the federal government 
puts up around 40 per cent, the 
cities 60 per cent to clean up 
the waterways and as a result 
nobody cleans them up. 
HELP TO INDUSTRY 
"Some states have 
tough 
law s." said Sen. Nelson, "but 
they're not enforced. 
Indus­ 
try says, ‘we'll move to an­ 
other state if you make us clean 
up 
pollution.' 
Labor 
gets 
scared; the Chamber of Com­ 
merce gets scared; and nobody 
does anything." 
Sen. Nelson proposed, there­ 
fore, the following benefits to 
industry to induce them to stop 
their present system of dump­ 
ing aaste into the rivers: 
1. Fast tax write - offs- 
paper mills, for instance, would 
be allowed 20 to 40 per cent 
of the cost of the plant to help 
pay for new waste disposal 
systms. 
2. Matching funds from 
the 
federal government to indus­ 
try. 
"Our theory in the past was 
to punish the polluters," Sen. 
Nelson says. "We haven't. In­ 
stead we have just polluted all 
America." 
Nelson estimates that it would 
cost the nation $75 billion over 
15 years to really clean up pol­ 
lution, but he says it's worth 
it. 
Furthermore, if you try to 
tax industry alone for the cost 
of anti • pollution, it would just 
come back to the taxpayer in 
the end. 
"If you 
force 
the 
Ford 
Motor Company, for instance, 
to stop all its pollution," says 
Sen. Nelson, "the cost of the 
cleanup would go into the cost 
of a car — just as any Increase 
in the cost of steel goes into the 
cost of the car. The taxpayers 
will pay for it in the end. 
"Some years ago we started 
setting aside recreation areas 
for fishing, hunting and camp­ 
ing. 
We 
supported 
those 
projects by park entrance fees. 
That 
was all right 50 years 
ago," says Sen. Nelson, "but 
today recreation is almost as 


important as education, and we 
have to finance it from the 
general fund. The higher the 
park fees go, the more you 
eliminate 
the poorer people 
who need to use the land." 
Accordingly, Sen. Nelson will 
introduce legislation boosting 
the money for land use recrea­ 
tion up to around half a billion 
a year. 


DDT IN PENGUINS 
"We don't know much about 
pollution,” he says, "especial­ 
ly since we’ve added pesticides, 
oils and chemicals; I have in­ 
troduced a research program 
to give money to industry and 
colleges to find out the solu­ 
tions. 
"Mexico has worked out one 
solution. It blows the chemicals 
out of the water, burns this 
waste and then recycles the 
water through a filter and uses 
it, not for drinking 
but for 
washing clothes." 
Among other things, 
Sen. 
Nelson wants to bar ships in 
Great Lake harbors from dis­ 
charging garbage, trash, boxes 
and oil. 


He also points out that pesti­ 
cides which get into the water 
and the soil never can 
be 
absorbed and are gradually 
changing the aquatic pattern 
of the United States. FOr 
in­ 
stance, pesticides 
get into 
aquatic plants, minnows 
eat 
the plants, and the big fish 
eat the minnows. Then the fish 
are caught and eaten by human 
beings. 
Scientists were amazed 
to 
discover that DDT existed In 
the fetty tissue of Adelle Pen­ 
guins in the Antarctic. Hiese 
are Penguins which live in the 
Antarctic and do not migrate. 
No sprays have been used in 
the Antarctic. Yet DDT is found 
in Llits Penguin's fet. The only 
way it could get there is through 
drifting with ocean

the nation fece) 
combating one of its 
problems - pollution.

“ Some reporters in Viet Nam are inexper­ 
ienced — I think we are getting a headline type 
of coverage” - - Robert H. Fleming, deputy 
White House press secretary. 
“ We are getting distorted reports from Viet 
Nam . . . the reporters are inexperienced” 
— Eldridge Durbrow, State Department repre­ 
sentative, in a speech in Alabama. 
“ I am fed up with these attacks oh the press— 
give us some facts on press coverage in Viet 
Nam” — a managing editor. 
The attacks this week are just a couple of a 
long series. 
The fact is the press always has been at­ 
tacked in wartime because its reports fre­ 
quently clash with government views and with 
the image government would like to present. 
And reporters, too, 
must bring unpleasant, 
confusing and discouraging reports to the public, 
which reacts, as all people do, with irritation. 
There are two immutable rules on press criti­ 
cism which are as inevitable as the tides. 
Criticism of the press by government rises 
in direct proportion to the amount of adverse 
news printed which may not be in line with 
government policy. 
Criticism by the public rises ?‘n direct propor­ 
tion to the amount of news read which under­ 
mines what it would like to believe — above 
all on such emotional issues as the conflict in 
Viet Nam. 
The war in Viet Nam more than any other in 
recent history has invoked these two axioms. 
First let us deal with this “ inexperience” 
charge. It is a “ Sylvesterism ” having been 
used frequently by the government, principally 
Arthur Sylvester, assistant Secretary of De­ 
fense, who conducts his own private guerrilla 
war against correspondents. 
The inexperience charge is neither accurate 
nor pertinent to the situation. 
The present Associated Press writing staff 
in Viet Nam ranges in age from 61 to 25, 
with experience in the business of reporting 
as follows: 35 years, 28 years, 23 years, 18 
years, 14 years, 13 years, ll years, 8 years and 
7 
years. Three covered World War n and 
Korea. Two, Pulitzer Prize winners Peter 
Arnett and Horst Faas, have been in Viet Nam 
four years each, which is longer than Am­ 
bassador Lodge, General Westmoreland and 
nine-tenths of the Americans over there. 
But neither age nor experience has anything 
to do with reporting. Young men fight wars 
and die, and young correspondents must re­ 
port wars and som etim es die, as they have in 
every war in history. In Viet Nam, in the past 
14 months, two Associated Press men have been 
killed and six wounded. They were reporting 
first hand — not second-guessing from Wash­ 
ington. 
One more statistic, because there has been 
some criticism that the press is not spending 
enough to cover the war. Last year The A sso­ 
ciated Press spent three-quarters of a million 
dollars in Viet Nam on staff and communications. 
Generalized attacks on correspondents as a 
group or upon individuals are not pertinent to 
the question of whether the truth is being report­ 
ed from Viet Nam. 
The question is not who 
wrote the story but what the story said. Age is 
no guarantee against mistakes. 
The only legitimate point at issue is whether 
each particular story is accurate in fact and 
detail. An examination of the record of what 
has been reported from Viet Nam in the past 
four years and what government officials have 
said about Viet Nam in the same period leaves 
no doubt that the reporting has been more 
accurate than the official statements. This 
does not mean everything reported from Viet 
Nam is accurate. It isn’t. Mistakes are in­ 
evitable. For example, facts still are coming 
out of World War II which contradict both 
official reports and newspaper stories of the 
tim e. It is part of the confusion of war. 
But, on the whole, Viet Nam is being better 
reported and more accurately reported, with 
less restrictions, than any war in our history, 
at a great price in blood and money. 
Out of the early confusion and argument of the 
American buildup in Viet Nam has come a 
workable press-arm ed forces relationship. Gen. 
Westmoreland has laid down a set of guidelines 
on security matters such as troop movements, 
casualties, etc., which are adhered to by the 
correspondents. These rules stem from World 
War II and Korea and do not extend to the political 
field. Nor do they restrict a correspondent re­ 
porting what he sees. It is significant, too, 
that the working relationship between the war 
correspondents and fighting men in the field has 
been excellent in contrast to the hullaballoo 
from Washington. 
What then is the difficulty? 
It is the war itself, confusing and the most 
controversial in American history. 
First there is the fighting. There are no 
measuring rods that a correspondent can use to 
show who’s winning and losing each day, No 
towns are captured, occupied and put behind 
the lines. There is no front, few large battled 
by the standards of every other war. Small 
units strike at the Viet Cong, who strike back 
from ambush. U. S. forces claim a victory and 
the Viet Cong mortar the Saigon air base and 
blow up a hotel in the middle of town to dispute 
the claim. 


There is a daily body count of enemy dead of 
extremely doubtful value. Who’s to say the dead 
man was a peasant or a Viet Cong? Who’s going 
to wander around a Viet Cong infested jungle 
trying to count bodies of enemy dead? How many 
nave the Viet Cong pulled away? In any case, 
if the enemy loses IOO but recruits or imports 
200, who’s winning? 
All these imponderables leave huge gaps for 
claim s of any kind by the South or North Viet­ 
nam ese, by hawks or doves, by the government, 
or by those against the war. 
The advocates of the war in Viet Nam like to 
choose the best of the reports as the only “ truth;” 
the “ doves” the worst. 
The correspondents as a whole try to report 
both, and incur the wrath of both hawks and 
doves. 
But the military action, confusing as it is, 
com es through with startling clarity compared 
to the political situation. 
Harassed American g o v e r n m e n t officials 
brought up in democratic thinking have faced the 
dismal task of explaining, supporting, justifying 
and seeking to bolster seven military dictator­ 
ships in less than three years. 
As the explanations get tougher, the attacks 
on the press reporting the comings and goings 
of Saigon's political squirrel cage have become 
more irritable. 
There has been no war in history where the 
American government has been put in a more 
difficult position in supporting an allied regim e. 
The only comparable incident took place early 
in World War II with American government 
recognition of Admiral Darlan’s government in 
North Africa. This stirred great public contro­ 
versy and also attacks on correspondents quite 
sim ilar to those today. But Darlan's government 
lasted only briefly. 
The government would like the news from Saigon 
presented favorably in black and white. 
The reader would like a clear, simple explana­ 
tion of who's winning and what he, as a citizen, 
is paying for in blood and taxes. 
But South Viet Nam is neither black nor 
white, nor clear, nor sim ple. At best it is 
different shades of gray, at worst a political 
and military enigma. 
And when the reporter reports the confusion 
accurately he satisfies neither reader nor 
government, but that’s his job. 


There is an Orwellian “ 1984” concept both 
among some government officials and some 
segment of the public that if the reporter just 
reported the good news, somehow things would 
be better. This is sometimes equated with pa­ 
triotism by its more extreme advocates. But 
this is not how this democracy functions. Nor 
could it and still remain a democracy. 
Judge Learned Hand, in an antitrust decision 
years ago against The Associated P ress, spoke 
eloquently of the function of the press. His words 
apply today. 
He said: 


“ The newspaper industry serves one of the 
most vital of all general interests: the dis­ 
semination of news from as many different 
sources and with as many facts and colors as 
is possible. That interest is closely akin to, if 
indeed it is not the same, as the interest pro­ 
tected by the First Amendment; it presup­ 
poses that right conclusions are more likely 
to be gathered out of a multitude of tongues 
than through any kind of authoritative selection. 
To many this is, and always will be folly; but 
we have staked upon it our a ll.” 
* * * 


JOB CORPS REASSESSMENT 
Born with great expectations in 1964, the Job 
Corps now finds itself the No. I problem child of 
the federal anti-poverty program. Reports that 
the Johnson administration may do away with the 
camp-based vocational training program for 
unemployed youth are denied by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 
But the program clearly has lost its pizzaz. 
A House committee recently trimmed the Job 
Corps fund authorization for fiscal 1967 to $200 
m illion. Plans to enroll 100,000 young men and 
women in the 103 urban job training and rural 
conservation centers have been revised down­ 
ward to a maximum of 45,000 enrollees. 
Private industry which initially fought for con­ 
tracts to operate the centers is having second 
thoughts. Litton Industries reportedly turned 
down an offer to operate a new center, explain­ 
ing that “ corporate policy” bars running any 
more than the two centers it now handles. 
Federal Electric Corporation, operator of Camp 
Kilmer, N. J., no longer talks about wanting 
“ the whole Job Corps pie.” 
And finnicky business leaders of St. Petersburg, 
Fla., made things so unpleasant for the women’s 
Job Corps Center there that O.E.O. has decided 
to withdraw from the “ hostile environment.” 
Some 222 young women in the Florida city will 
be transferred to other centers by mid-July. 
Such early growing pains perhaps are to be ex­ 
pected. For the time being, however, Congress 
has declared that the Job Corps will have to be 
satisfied with consolidation.

The Superintendent of the Mis­ 
souri Highway Patrol, Colonel 
E. I. (Mike) Hockaday, today 
congratulated Missouri motor­ 
ists for doing a good job of 
driving over the Fourth of July 
holiday. 
The Coloiiel noted that there 
were only 14 traffic fatalities in 
Missouri over this year’s In­ 
dependence 
Day holiday, as 
compared to 33 in 1965. 
“ This low traffic death toll 
during a time of heavy highway 
travel shows that people can 
do a good job of driving if 
they use common sense and 
follow the rules of the road." 
Colonel Hockaday stated that 
the Missouri holiday death toll 
was about average for a sum­ 
mer weekend. He said that while 
the nation experienced a new re ­ 
cord 
for 
traffic 
deaths, 
Missouri can be proud of its 
holiday record. 
The Patrol's Safety Division 
reported that the oldest person 
killed over the Fourth of July 
holiday was 75 years of age. 
The youngest was six months 
old. TTiere were three teenagers 
killed and four traffic victims 
were in their twenties. Two boys 
under ten years of age lost 
their lives over the holiday. 
The 
primary 
causes of the 
holiday traffic death accidents 
ranged from falling asleep at 
the wheel to stopping on an 
interstate 
highway 
with 
no 
lights, 
“ Most of the fatal traffic ac­ 


cidents that occurred could have 
been avoided if the drivers had 
just used 
common 
sense," 
Colonel 
Hockaday 
declared. 
“ For them this was their last 
holiday, and 
for their friends 
and relatives the future Inde­ 
pendence Day holidays will be 
a time of sorrow.” 
The Patrol Superintendent re­ 
minded motorists not to relax 
in their driving just because 
they 
got through the holiday 
without a mishap. He noted that 
at any time, any place, any­ 
where, a traffic accident can 
occur.

INSULT TO INJURY 
North Dakota has a new law to 
become effective July I which is 
both astounding and unique. 
It contains two main provis­ 
ions. First of all, no electric 
utility may extend its distri­ 
bution lines beyond the corpor­ 
ate limits of a municipality 
without an authorizing order 
from the Public Service Com­ 
mission. 
There is nothing remarkable 
about that. The staggering pro­ 
vision comes next. The Com­ 
mission 
cannot issue such an 
order 
unless the electric co­ 
operative 
with lines or facili­ 
ties 
nearest the place where 
service is 
required gives its 
consent in writing! 
This means, as one newspaper 
account puts it, that “Rural 
Electric 
Cooperatives 
get a 
virtual free hand 
for expan­ 
sion in territory 
outside cit­ 
ies . . . " By vetoing expan­ 
sion by investor-owned utilit­ 
ies, they can have the field all 
to themselves, irrespective of 
the wishes of customers and 
taxpayers. 
It means further, that these 
co-ops have been given regula­ 
tory 
powers over enterprises 
with which they compete for 
areas of service. And the state 
regulatory commission can ck) 
nothing about it, 
even though 
it might decide that the inter­ 
ests of consumers would be best 
met by authorizing expansion by 
an investor-owned company. 
The co-ops have always had 
expensive (expensive to the tax­ 
payers, 
that 
is) advantages, 
such as 
freedom 
from much 
of the tax burden private utilit­ 
ies pay and the right to borrow 
money 
from the Treasury at 


below-cost interest rates. This 
North Dakota 
law 
adds in­ 
sult to injury and discourages 
taxpaying enterprise.

WHAT KIND OF DAM? 
Every time severe floods hit 
some 
section of the country 
there is renewed demand for 
the construction of big federal 
dams to catch and hold the wa­ 
ter. Needless to say, this ap­ 
proach is 
solidly backed by 
socialized power groups who 
are more interested 
in 
the 
power-producing 
potential of 
such dams 
than in their flood 
control value. 
The fact is that, in a 
great 
number of cases, there is no 
need for the big 
and 
ex- 1 
tremely expensive dams.Small 
earth-fill dams in the headwa- _ 
ters can capture the water be­ 
fore, not after, the damage has 
been done and later release it 
into rivers in an orderly fash­ 
ion. These small dams can be 
constructed at a relatively mod­ 
est cost by local contractors, 
thereby helping local 
com­ 
munities. 
They would back 
up reservoirs that would serve 
as recreation areas and pro­ 
vide 
fish habitat in the higher 
elevations. And there would be 
fewer productive 
valleys in­ 
undated by the lakes that the 
huge 
federal projects create. 
Sound conservation involves 
obtaining maximum result for 
minimum cost. When it comes 
to effective flood control, net­ 
works of small dams can often 
fill the bill perfectly.

to be met. The first is 
the 
need for more traffic. There 
is no 
calculating how much 
traffic has left 
the 
rails as

result of the uncertainties 
raised 
by the union dispute 
of the last 
several years. All 
too often, 
diverted traffic is 
slow to come back; 
some­ 


times 
it 
never comes back. 
Secondly, 
the railroads 
and 
their people 
need to pull to­ 
gether 
to bring about an im­ 
provement in government regu­ 
lation . . . These two needs .. . 
make this a time for working 
together." 
A healthy railroad industry 
must be a stable industry. It 
must have the capacity to vig­ 
orously 
compete for traffic 
with 
the 
other commercial 
carriers. 
Certainly 
railroad 
labor 
has 
every interest in 
bringing this situation about 
and in urging and supporting 
the steps and the measures that 
will make it possible.

In view of the high moral tone

took little notice. Now that char­ 
ges of misconduct,

Senator Dodd of Connecticut, the 
pack is in full cry.

WASHINGTON - The 
most 
sweeping anti • pollution pro­ 
posals to dean up waterways in 
American history will soon be 
made by Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis. 
Nelson, who began fighting 
pollution when he was governor 
of Wisconsin, lias made an in­ 
tensive study showing that pol­ 
lution affects almost 
every 
walk of American life, from the 
big city to the remote country­ 
side. Here are some of 
the 
filets he has discovered: 
The great Bald Eagle, symbol 
of the United States, is 
be­ 
coming sterile. He’s a meat- 
eater, eats fish and game which 
have been polluted with DDT 
sprays. 
The 
Blue Shell Crab is in 
danger of becoming extinct. It 
takes only one part 
DDT per 
one million parts 
sea water 
to kill a 
Blue Shell Crab in 
eight days. 
Sea Otters are becoming few­ 
er along the California coast as 
a result of polluted 
water. 
Ships dump their oil in 
the 
harbors or along the coast. The 
oil gets on the fur of the Otter; 
the water then penetrates 
to 
his skin. He gets pneumonia and 
dies. 
More Important is the even­ 
tual 
effect 
of pollution on 
human health, not only from 
pesticides but from the dump­ 
ing of raw sewage, chemicals, 
other industrial waste into the 
rivers, lakes and harbors of 
America. 
To remedy this, Sen. Nelson 
proposes that we build recrea­ 
tion lands and remedy pollu­ 
tion in the same way we built 
the highway system. Asa result 
of pressure from the oil, gas, 
tire, auto and teamster lob­ 
bies, congress decided the fed­ 
eral government would pay 90 
per cent 
for new highways 
with the states putting up only 
IO per cent. As a result 
the 
nation is crossed and counter­ 
crossed 
by 
new thruways. 
But there are no powerful 
lobbies working against pollu­ 


tion. So the federal government 
puts up around 40 per cent, the 
cities 60 per cent to clean up 
the waterways and as a result 
nobody cleans them up. 
HELP TO INDUSTRY 
“Some states have 
tough 
law s." said Sen. Nelson, “ but 
they’re not enforced. 
Indus­ 
try says, 'we'll move to an­ 
other state lf you make us clean 
up 
pollution.' 
Labor 
gets 
scared; the Chamber of Com­ 
merce gets scared; and nobody 
does anything." 
Sen. Nelson proposed, there­ 
fore, the following benefits to 
industry to Induce them to stop 
their present system of dump­ 
ing aaste into the rivers: 
1. Fast tax write • offs- 
paper mills, for instance, would 
be allowed 20 to 40 per cent 
of the cost of the plant to help 
pay for new waste disposal 
systms. 
2. Matching funds from the 
federal government to indus­ 
try. 
“ Our theory in the past was 
to punish the polluters,” Sen. 
Nelson says. “ We haven't. In- 
stead we have just polluted all 
America." 
Nelson estimates ti.at it would 
cost the nation $7 5 billion over 
15 years to really clean up pol­ 
lution, but he says it's worth 
it. 
Furthermore, if you try to 
tax industry alone for the cost 
of anti - pollution, it would just 
come back to the taxpayer in 
the end. 
“ If you 
force 
the 
Ford 
Motor Company, for instance, 
to stop all its pollution," says 
Sen. Nelson, “the cost of the 
cleanup would go into the cost 
of a car — just as any increase 
in the cost of steel goes into the 
cost of the car. The taxpayers 
will pay for it in the end. 
“Some years ago we started 
setting aside recreation areas 
for fishing, hunting and camp­ 
ing. 
We 
supported 
those 
projects by par kent ranee fees. 
That 
was all right 50 years 
ago,” says Sen. Nelson, “ but 
today recreation is almost as 


important as education, and we 
have to finance it from the 
general fund. The higher the 
park fees go, the more you 
eliminate 
the poorer people 
who need to use the land.” 
Accordingly, Sen. Nelson will 
introduce legislation boosting 
the money for land use recrea­ 
tion up to around half a billion 
a year. 


DDT IN PENGUINS 
“ We don't know much about 
pollution," he says, “ especial­ 
ly since we've added pesticides, 
oils and chemicals; I have in­ 
troduced a research program 
to give money to industry and 
colleges to find out the solu­ 
tions. 
“ Mexico has worked out one 
solution. It blows the chemicals 
out of the water, burns this 
waste and then recycles the 
water through a filter and uses 
it, not for drinking 
but for 
washing clothes." 
Among other things, 
Sen. 
Nelson wants to bar ships 
in 
Great Lake harbors from dis­ 
charging garbage, trash,boxes 
and oil. 


He also points out that pesti­ 
cides which get into the water 
and the soil never can 
be 
absorbed 
and are gradually 
changing the aquatic pattern 
of the United States. For 
in­ 
stance, pesticides 
get into 
aquatic plants, minnows 
eat 
the plants, and the 
big 
fish 
eat the minnows. Then the fish 
are caught and eaten by human 
beings. 
Scientists were amazed 
to 
discover that DDT existed in 
the fatty tissue of Adelle Pen­ 
guins in the Antarctic. These 
are Penguins which live in the 
Antarctic and do not migrate. 
No sprays .lave been used In 
the Antarctic. Yet DDT is found 
in the Penguin’s fat. Tile only 
way it could get there is through 
drifting with ocean currents. 
These are some of tl^e prob­ 
lems 
the nation face$ 
In 
combating one of its gravest 
problems — pollution.

Program For 
Teachers 
Approved 


COLUMBIA, Mo. — The Uni­ 
versity of Missouri has re­ 
ceived an institutional grant of 
$60,000 from the Office of Ed­ 
ucation to improve the advanced 
training program s in which 24 
experienced 
and prospective 
teachers will be enrolled in the 
fall, Dr. Bob G. Woods, dean of 
the College of Education, an­ 
nounced today. 
Dean Woods said that 20 stu­ 
dents, 10 each in the teaching 
of reading and in elementary 
counseling, had been selected 
from 350 applicants for studies 
under the experienced teacher 
fellowship 
program. 
In the 
screening process, one criter­ 
ion was a statement from local 
authorities that the school will 
utilize the trainee to build up 
program s for teaching in the 
fields upon returning to his 
home community. 
Under the prospective teacher 
program, four awards were an­ 
nounced previously in second­ 
ary school English. 
An earlier grant of $146,000 
was made for stipends for the 
experienced teacher trainees. 
The institutional grant will 
enable the University to build 
up faculty and staff personnel 
and for curricular improve­ 
ments that will include an audio­ 
visual laboratory. 
Dr. Woods said that reading 
is basic to any academic suc­ 
cess and is in the problem area 
for the entire nation. Counsel­ 
ing on the elementary school 
level represents an expansion 
from secondary school guidance 
and counseling into the lower 
grades and is expected to be 
directed chiefly toward a stu­ 
dent’s academic progress, with 
some attention toward career 
development. 
The counseling phase of the 
program represents a nation­ 
wide expansion of a pilot pro­ 
gram 
conducted at the Uni­ 
versity and at two other loca­ 
tions last year. 
Dean Woods 
said that Dr. 
Veralee Hardin, associate pro­ 
fessor of education, will super­ 
vise the reading portion and Dr.

As Nurses Stage Walkout 


CASTRO VALLEY, Calif. AP- 
A 
mass resignation of Cas­ 
tro Valley's Eden Hospital re­ 
gistered nurses, seeking high­ 
er wages and better working 
conditions, has drastically re­ 
duced the hospital's services. 
Surgery has been canceled. 
Ralph Hartley, a negotiator 
for the striking nurses, said 
“ the patients will be truly aban­ 
doned" if negotiations fail to lift 
nurses from “ the lowest paid 
professional group in the coun­ 
try ." 
Elm er Massmann, adminis­ 
trator for the 243-bed hospital, 
said, “ We are not admitting any 
patients who might be termed 
critical or risk patients." 
The nurses, 91 of the staff's 
107, quit Sunday at 7 a.m. after 
rejecting pay proposals which 
they said were entirely inad­ 
equate. 
The hospital called in its 18 
supervisory nurses for em er­ 
gency duty. 
Nurses at 11 San Francisco 
hospitals and 19 hospitals in the 
East Bay area supported the 
Eden nurses and threatened to 
use the same resignation tactic 
in new contract negotiations. 
“ We iiad intent of resignation 
letters in a month ago," said 
Wilma McCarthy, chairman of 
the Eden Nurses Association, 
“ but the medical staff apparent­ 
ly did not feel we would actually 
resign." 
The 
nurses are seeking a 


beginning 
salary 
of $644 a 
month and a minimum after 10 
years of $710. They rejected 
proposals of $505 for beginners 
and $663 for 10-year nurses. 
Present salaries at Eden range 
from $425 to $485. 
When the nurses quit, the hos­ 
pital had 114 adult patients and 
14 infants. Twenty-three pa­ 
tients left Sunday and the hospi­ 
tal would not say how many 
new patients had been admitted.

McNamara Says It’s Too Early 
To Evaluate U.S. Air Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara says air strikes against 
North Vietnamese oil storage 
depots have had no noticeable 
effect thus far on Communist 
infiltration into the South. 
At a news conference Mon­ 
day, McNamara said it is too 
early to determine if UJ5. bomb­ 
ings of oil storage 
facilities 
near Hanoi and Haiphong have 
reduced the movement of men 
and equipment into South Viet 
Nam. 
"We have not been able to 
notice any effect on movement 
so far,” he added. On June 29, 
the day of the initial strikes 
against the depots, McNamara 
had said “ there is no question 
but 
what these attacks will 
make it far more difficult and 
far more costly for the North to 
continue the infiltration.” 
In answer to a question Mon­ 
day, the secretary said “ Idon’t 
believe we have approached a 
limit to theuseofairpow er over 
North Viet Nam. As 
they in­ 
crease the movement or as they 
attempt to increase the move­ 
ment of men and m aterial it 
may be necessary for us to fur­ 
ther increase our air effort 
there.” 


McNamara 
said, 
without 
mentioning a specific figure, 
that he expects an increase on 
the 280,000-man UJS, force in 
Viet Nam before the end of the 
rear.

Tourist Centers Hit 
By Air Strike Pinch

NEW YORK (AP) — The na­ 
tion’s 
tourist 
centers have 
begun to feel the pinch of the 
strike against five major air­ 
lines, a survey indicated today. 
Hotels throughout the country 
reported 
cancellation as visi­ 
to rs found it difficult to get 
space on one of the nonstruck 
airlines. Some tourists lined up 
at airports for available seats 
while others took to trains and 
buses or cars. Some even hitch­ 
hiked. 
In New York, for example, 
cancellations or “ no shows” for 
reservations of the city’s 90,000 
hotel rooms have more than 
doubled since the airline strike 
begun last Friday, a hotel asso­ 
ciation reported. 
Usually around 15 per cent of 
those who reserve rooms fail to 
show up or cancel out, said 
Daniel C. Hicke\, president of 
the New York State Hotel and 
Motel Associaton. He said the 
rate in New York City lias gone 
up to between 40 and 30 j>er 
cent. 
Hickey estimated the strike 
was costing the c itj’s hotel in­ 
dustry $75,000 a day. 
The New York Convention and 
Visitors Bureau put the tourist 
loss to the city as a whole at 
$300,000 a da> l>ecause of the 
strike. 
San Francisco hotel spokes­ 
men said they had expected a 
large influx of visitors this week 
but for the most jjart they lia- 
ven’t arrived. 
Newspapers in Miami said 
thousands of vacationers were 
stranded there. Only two do­ 
mestic airlines are still operat­ 
ing out of Miami and they re­ 
port flights looked to capacity. 
“ We suspect that a lot of per­ 
sons are booking space on more 
than one airline as a hedge 
against the possibility of not 
having a seat,” said a spokes­ 
man for nonstruck American 
Airlines in Dallas. “ A sa result, 
we have more no-shows than we 
normally do.” 
Three of the airlines serving 
Denver said more flights were 
leaving with empty seats. 
The nonstruck 
airlines were 
so busy taking reservations by 
phone that some reported cus­ 
tom ers had long waits — some­ 
tim es hours — before getting 
through.

The Denver postm aster said 
the strike has caused delays of 
several tiours in airm ail deliv­ 
eries.

braska and 13 east Nebraska

McNamara Says It’s Too Early 
To Evaluate U.S. Air Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — S ecre­ 
ta ry of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
N am ara says a ir strik es against 
North Vietnamese oil storage 
depots have had no noticeable 
effect thus far on Communist 
infiltration into the South. 
At a news conference Mon­ 
day, McNamara said it is too 
early to determ ine if UJS. bomb­ 
ings of oil storage 
facilities 
near Hanoi and Haiphong have 
reduced the movement of men 
and equipment into South Viet 
Nam. 
“ We have not been able to 
notice any effect on movement 
so fa r,” he added. On June 29, 
the day of the initial strik es 
against the depots, McNamara 
had said “ there is no question 
but 
what these attacks will 
make it far more difficult and 
far m ore costly for the North to 
continue the infiltration.” 
In answ er to a question Mon­ 
day, the secretary said “ I don’t 
believe we have approached a 
lim it to th e u seo fairp o w ero v er 
North Viet Nam. As 
they in­ 
cre a se the movement or as they 
attem pt to increase the move­ 
ment of men and m aterial it 
may !>e necessary for us to fu r­ 
ther increase our a ir effort 
th e re .” 


McNamara 
said, 
without 
mentioning a specific figure, 
that he expects an increase on 
the 280,000-man UJS. force in 
Viet Nam before the end of the 
re a r. 
And he said the United States 
is producing a ir munitions at 
such a rapid jiace tiiat he is o r­ 
dering a $1-billion cutl>a< k in 
production.

also traced 
again the previously announced

McNamara reiterated at the 
news conference his weekend 
statem ent that “ we do not look 
for a short w ar.” 
“ We see no signs that North

Two blackouts, one shortly 
after 11 a.m . Monday and the

lasted about an hour and a half 
to two hours.

“ Some reporters in Viet Nam are inexper­ 
ienced — I think we are getting a headline type 
of coverage’* — Robert H. Fleming, deputy 
White House press secretary. 
“ We are getting distorted reports from Viet 
Nam . . . the reporters are inexperienced’’ 
— Eldridge Durbrow, State Department repre­ 
sentative, in a speech in Alabama. 
“ I am fed up with these attacks oh the press— 
give us some facts on press coverage in Viet 
Nam*’ — a managing editor. 
The attacks this week are just a couple of a 
long series. 
The fact is the press always has been at­ 
tacked in wartime because its reports fre­ 
quently clash with government views and with 
the image government would like to present. 
And reporters, too, must bring unpleasant, 
confusing and discouraging reports to the public, 
which reacts, as all people do, with irritation. 
There are two immutable rules on press criti­ 
cism which are as inevitable as the tides. 
Criticism of the press by government rises 
in direct proportion to the amount of adverse 
news printed which may not be in line with 
government policy. 
Criticism by the public rises in direct propor­ 
tion to the amount of news read which under­ 
mines what it would like to believe — above 
all on such emotional issues as the conflict in 
Viet Nam. 
The war in Viet Nam more than any other in 
recent history has invoked these two axioms. 
First let us deal with this “ inexperience” 
charge. It is a “ Sylvesterism ” having been 
used frequently by the government, principally 
Arthur Sylvester, assistant Secretary of De­ 
fense, who conducts his own private guerrilla 
war against correspondents. 
The inexperience charge is neither accurate 
nor pertinent to the situation. 
The present Associated Press writing staff 
in Viet Nam ranges in age from 61 to 25, 
with experience in the business of reporting 
as follows: 35 years, 28 years, 23 years, 18 
years, 14 years, 13 years, 11 years, 8 years and 
7 years. Three covered World War II and 
Korea. Two, 
Pulitzer Prize winners Peter 
Arnett and Horst Faas, have been in Viet Nam 
four years each, which is longer than Am­ 
bassador Lodge, General Westmoreland and 
nine-tenths of the Americans over there. 
But neither age nor experience has anything 
to do with reporting. Young men fight wars 
and die, and young correspondents must re­ 
port wars and sometimes die, as they have in 
every war in history. In Viet Nam, in the past 
14 months, two Associated Press men have been 
killed and six wounded. They were reporting 
first hand — not second-guessing from Wash­ 
ington. 
One more statistic, because there has been 
some criticism that the press is not spending 
enough to cover the war. Last year The A sso­ 
ciated Press spent three-quarters of a million 
dollars in Viet Nam on staff and communications. 
Generalized attacks on correspondents as a 
group or upon individuals are not pertinent to 
the question of whether the truth is being report­ 
ed from Viet Nam. 
The question is not who 
wrote the story but what the story said. Age is 
no guarantee against mistakes. 
The only legitimate point at issue is whether 
each particular story is accurate in fact and 
detail. An examination of the record of what 
has been reported from Viet Nam in the past 
four years and what government officials have 
said about Viet Nam in the same period leaves 
no doubt that the reporting has been more 
accurate than the official statements. This 
does not mean everything reported from Viet 
Nam is accurate. It isn’t. Mistakes are in­ 
evitable. For example, facts still are coming 
out of World War II which contradict both 
official reports and newspaper stories of the 
tim e. It is part of the confusion of war. 
But, on the whole, Viet Nam is being better 
reported and more accurately reported, with 
less restrictions, than any war in our history, 
at a great price in blood and money. 
Out of the early confusion and argument of the 
American buildup in Viet Nam has come a 
workable press-arm ed forces relationship. Gen. 
Westmoreland has laid down a set of guidelines 
on security matters such as troop movements, 
casualties, etc., which are adhered to by the 
correspondents. These rules stem from World 
War II and Korea and do not extend to the political 
field. Nor do they restrict a correspondent re­ 
porting what he sees. It is significant, too, 
that the working relationship between the war 
correspondents and fighting men in the field has 
been excellent in contrast to the hullaballoo 
from Washington. 
What then is the difficulty? 
It is the war itself, confusing and the most 
controversial in American history. 
First there is the fighting. There are no 
measuring rods that a correspondent can use to 
show who’s winning and losing each day. No 
towns are captured, occupied and put behind 
the lines. There is no front, few large battled 
by the standards of every other war. Small 
units strike at the Viet Cong, who strike back 
from ambush. U. S. forces claim a victory and 
the Viet Cong mortar the Saigon air base and 
blow up a hotel in the middle of town to dispute 
the claim. 


There is a daily body count of enemy dead of 
extremely doubtful value. Who’s to say the dead 
man was a peasant or a Viet Cong? Who’s going 
to wander around a Viet Cong infested jungle 
trying to count bodies of enemy dead? How many 
nave the Viet Cong pulled away? In any case, 
if the enemy loses 100 but recruits or imports 
200, who’s winning? 
All these imponderables leave huge gaps for 
claim s of any kind by the South or North Viet­ 
namese, by hawks or doves, by the government, 
or by those against the war. 
The advocates of the war in Viet Nam like to 
choose the best of the reports as the only “ truth;” 
the “ doves” the worst. 
The correspondents as a whole try to report 
both, and incur the wrath of both hawks and 
doves. 
But the military action, confusing as it is, 
com es through with startling clarity compared 
to the political situation. 
Harassed American g o v e r n m e n t officials 
brought up in democratic thinking have faced the 
dismal task of explaining, supporting, justifying 
and seeking to bolster seven military dictator­ 
ships in less than three years. 
As the explanations get tougher, the attacks 
on the press reporting the comings and goings 
of Saigon’s political squirrel cage have become 
more irritable. 
There has been no war in history where the 
American government has been put in a more 
difficult position in supporting an allied regime. 
The only comparable incident took place early 
in World War II with American government 
recognition of Admiral Darlan’s government in 
North Africa. This stirred great public contro­ 
versy and also attacks on correspondents quite 
sim ilar to those today. But Darlan’s government 
lasted only briefly. 
The government would like the news from Saigon 
presented favorably in black and white. 
The reader would like a clear, simple explana­ 
tion of who’s winning and what he, as a citizen, 
is paying for in blood and taxes. 
But South Viet Nam is neither black nor 
white, nor clear, nor simple. At best it is 
different shades of gray, at worst a political 
and military enigma. 
And when the reporter reports the confusion 
accurately he satisfies neither reader nor 
government, but that’s his job. 


New Uniform 
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There is an Orwellian “ 1984” concept both 
among some government officials and some 
segment of the public that if the reporter just 
reported the good news, somehow things would 
be better. This is sometimes equated with pa­ 
triotism by its more extreme advocates. But 
this is not how this democracy functions. Nor 
could it and still remain a democracy. 
Judge Learned Hand, in an antitrust decision 
years ago against The Associated P ress, spoke 
eloquently of the function of the press. His words 
apply today. 
He said: 


“ The newspaper industry serves one of the 
most vital of all general interests: the dis­ 
semination of news from as many different 
sources and with as many facts and colors as 
is possible. That interest is closely akin to, if 
indeed it is not the same, as the interest pro­ 
tected by the First Amendment; it presup­ 
poses that right conclusions are more likely 
to be gathered out of a multitude of tongues 
than through any kind of authoritative selection. 
To many this is, and always will be folly; but 
we have staked upon it our a ll.”

JOB CORPS REASSESSMENT 
Born with great expectations in 1964, the Job 
Corps now finds itself the No. 1 problem child of 
the federal anti-poverty program. Reports that 
the Johnson administration may do away with the 
camp-based vocational training program for 
unemployed youth are denied by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 
But the program clearly has lost its pizzaz. 
A House committee recently trimmed the Job 
Corps fund authorization for fiscal 1967 to $200 
million. Plans to enroll 100,000 young men and 
women in the 103 urban job training and rural 
conservation centers have been revised down­ 
ward to a maximum of 45,000 enrollees. 
Private industry which initially fought for con­ 
tracts to operate the centers is having second 
thoughts. Litton Industries reportedly turned 
down an offer to operate a new center, explain­ 
ing that “ corporate policy” bars running any 
more than the two centers it now handles. 
Federal Electric Corporation, operator of Camp 
Kilmer, N. J., no longer talks about wanting 
“ the whole Job Corps p ie.” 
And finnicky business leaders of St. Petersburg, 
Fla., made things so unpleasant for the women’s 
Job Corps Center there that O.E.O. has decided 
to withdraw from the “ hostile environment.” 
Some 222 young women in the Florida city will 
be transferred to other centers by mid-July. 
Such early growing pains perhaps are to be ex­ 
pected. For the time being, however, Congress 
has declared that the Job Corps will have to be 
satisfied with consolidation.

ter. Needless to say, this ap­ 
proach is 
solidly backed by 
socialized power groups who 
are more interested in 
the 
power-producing potential of 
such dams 
than in their flood 
control value. 
The fact is that, in a great 
number of cases, there is no 
need for the big 
and 
ex­ 
tremely expensive dams. Small 
earth-fill dams in the headwa- _ 
ters can capture the water be­ 
fore, not after, the damage has 
been done and later release it 
into rivers in an orderly fash­ 
ion. These small dams can be 
constructed at a relatively mod­ 
est cost by local contractors, 
thereby helping local 
com­ 
munities. 
They would back 
up reservoirs that would serve 
as recreation areas and pro­ 
vide 
fish habitat in the higher 
elevations. And there would be 
fewer productive 
valleys in­ 
undated by the lakes that the 
huge 
federal projects create. 
Sound conservation involves 
obtaining maximum result for 
minimum cost. When it comes 
to effective flood control, net­ 
works of small dams can often 
fill the bill perfectly. 
* * *

WASHINGTON - The 
most 
sweeping anti - pollution pro­ 
posals to dean up waterways in 
American history will soon be 
made by Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis. 
Nelson, who began fighting 
pollution when he was governor 
of Wisconsin, has made an in­ 
tensive study showing that pol­ 
lution affects almost 
every 
walk of American life, from the 
big city to the remote country­ 
side. Here are some of 
the 
facts he has discovered: 
The great Bald Eagle, symbol 
of the United States, is 
be­ 
coming sterile. He's a meat- 
eater, eats fish and game which 
have been polluted with DDT 
sprays. 
The 
Blue Shell Crab is in 
danger of becoming extinct. It 
takes only one part 
DDT per 
one million parts 
sea water 
to kill a 
Blue Shell Crab in 
eight days. 
Sea Otters are becoming few­ 
er along the California coast as 
a result of polluted 
water. 
Ships dump their oil in 
the 
harbors or along the coast. The 
oil gets on the fur of the Otter; 
the water then penetrates 
to 
his skin. He gets pneumonia and 
dies. 
More important is the even­ 
tual 
effect 
of pollution on 
human health, not only from 
pesticides but from the dump­ 
ing of raw sewage, chemicals, 
other industrial waste into the 
rivers, lakes and harbors 
of 
America. 
To remedy this, Sen. Nelson 
proposes that we build recrea­ 
tion lands and remedy pollu­ 
tion in the same way we built 
the highway system. Asa result 
of pressure from the oil, gas, 
tire, auto and teamster lob­ 
bies, congress decided the fed­ 
eral government would pay 90 
per cent 
for new highways 
with the states putting up only 
10 per cent. As a result 
the 
nation is crossed and counter­ 
crossed 
by 
new thruways. 
But there are no powerful 
lobbies working against pollu­ 


tion. So the federal government 
puts up around 40 per cent, the 
cities 60 per cent to clean up 
the waterways and as a result 
nobody cleans them up. 
HELP TO INDUSTRY 
“Some states have 
tough 
laws.” said Sen. Nelson, “but 
they’re not enforced. 
Indus­ 
try says, 'we'll move to an­ 
other state if you make us clean 
up 
pollution/ 
Labor 
gets 
scared; the Chamber of Com­ 
merce gets scared; and nobody 
does anything.” 
Sen. Nelson proposed, there­ 
fore, the following benefits to 
industry to induce them to stop 
their present system of dump­ 
ing aaste into the rivers: 
1. Fast tax write - offs- 
paper mills, for instance, would 
be allowed 20 to 40 per cent 
of the cost of the plant to help 
pay for new waste disposal 
systms. 
2. Matching funds from 
the 
federal government to indus­ 
try. 
“ Our theory in the past was 
to punish the polluters,” Sen. 
Nelson says. “ We haven't. In­ 
stead we have just polluted all 
America.” 
Nelson estimates that it would 
cost the nation $75 billion over 
15 years to really clean up pol­ 
lution, but he says it's worth 
it. 
Furthermore, if you try to 
tax industry alone for the cost 
of anti - pollution, it would just 
come back to the taxpayer in 
the end. 
“ If you 
force 
the 
Ford 
Motor Company, for instance, 
to stop all its pollution,” says 
Sen. Nelson, “ the cost of the 
cleanup would go into the cost 
of a car — just as any increase 
in the cost of steel goes into the 
cost of the car. The taxpayers 
will pay for it in the end. 
“Some years ago we started 
setting aside recreation areas 
for fishing, hunting and camp­ 
ing. 
We 
supported 
those 
projects by park entrance fees. 
That 
was all right 50 years 
ago,” says Sen. Nelson, “ but 
today recreation is almost as 


important as education, and we 
have to finance it from the 
general fund. The higher the 
park fees go, the more you 
eliminate 
the 
poorer people 
who need to use the land.” 
Accordingly, Sen. Nelson will 
introduce legislation boosting 
the money for land use recrea­ 
tion up to around half a billion 
a year. 


DDT IN PENGUINS 
“ We don't know much about 
pollution,” he says, “ especial­ 
ly since we've added pesticides, 
oils and chemicals; I have in­ 
troduced a research program 
to give money to industry and 
colleges to find out the solu­ 
tions. 
“ Mexico has worked out one 
solution. It blows the chemicals 
out of the water, burns this 
waste and then recycles the 
water through a filter and uses 
it, not for drinking 
but for 
washing clothes.” 
Among other things, 
Sen. 
Nelson wants to bar ships 
in 
Great Lake harbors from dis­ 
charging garbage, trash, boxes 
and oil. 


He also points out that pesti« 
cides which get into the watei 
and the soil never can 
be 
absorbed and are gradually 
changing the aquatic pattern 
of the United States. For 
in« 
stance, pesticides 
get int< 
aquatic plants, minnows 
eai 
the plants, and the 
big fist 
eat the minnows. Then the flsl 
are caught and eaten by humai 
beings. 
Scientists were amazed 
t( 
discover that DDT existed ir 
the fetty tissue of A delie Pen 
guins in the Antarctic. These 
are Penguins which live in the 
Antarctic and do not migrate 
No sprays have been used ii 
the Antarctic. Yet DDT isfounc 
in the Penguin's fat. The onlj 
way it could get there is througt 
drifting with ocean currents 
These are some of the prob. 
lems 
the nation faces 
ir 
combating one of its graves!

Approved 


COLUMBIA, Mo. — The Uni­ 
versity of M issouri has re­ 
ceived an institutional grant of 
$60,000 from the Office of Ed­ 
ucation to improve the advanced 
training program s in which 24 
experienced 
and prospective 
teachers will be enrolled in the 
fall, Dr. Bob G. Woods, dean of 
the College of Education, an­ 
nounced today. 
Dean Woods said that 20 stu­ 
dents, 10 each in the teaching 
of reading and in elementary 
counseling, had been selected 
from 350 applicants for studies 
under the experienced teacher 
fellowship 
program. 
In the 
screening process, one c rite r­ 
ion was a statement from local 
authorities that the school will 
utilize the trainee to build up 
program s for teaching in the 
fields upon returning to his 
home community. 
Under the prospective teacher 
program, four awards were an­ 
nounced previously in second­ 
ary school English. 
An earlier grant of $146,000 
was made for stipends for the 
experienced teacher trainees. 
The institutional grant will 
enable the University to build 
up faculty and staff personnel 
and for curricular improve­ 
ments that will include an audio­ 
visual laboratory. 
Dr. Woods said that reading 
is basic to any academic suc­ 
cess and is in the problem area 
for the entire nation. Counsel­ 
ing on the elementary school 
level represents an expansion 
from secondary school guidance 
and counseling into the lower 
grades and is expected to be 
directed chiefly toward a stu­ 
dent’s academic progress, with 
some attention toward career 
development. 
The counseling phase of the 
program represents a nation­ 
wide expansion of a pilot pro­ 
gram conducted at the Uni­ 
versity and at two other loca­ 
tions last year.

“ We had intent of resignation 
letters in a month ago," said 
Wilma McCarthy, chairman of 
the Eden Nurses Association, 
“ but the medical staff apparent­ 
ly did not feel we would actually 
resign."

behind in consideration of re ­ 
quests for park m onies. 
“ We try to visit each com ­ 
munity where a park is planned 
and this takes up m ost of our 
tim e.”

McNamara Says It’s Too Early 
To Evaluate U.S. Air Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara says air strikes against 
North Vietnamese oil storage 
depots have had no noticeable 
effect thus far on Communist 
infiltration into the South. 
At a news conference Mon­ 
day, McNamara said it is too 
early to determine if UJS.bomb­ 
ings of oil storage 
facilities 
near Hanoi and Haiphong have 
reduced the movement of men 
and equipment into South Viet 
Nam. 
“We have not been able to 
notice any effect on movement 
so far," he added. On June 29, 
the day of the initial strikes 
against the depots, McNamara 
had said “ there is no question 
but 
what these attacks will 
make it far more difficult and 
far more costly for the North to 
continue ttie infiltration.’’ 
In answer to a question Mon­ 
day, the secretary said “ Idon’t 
believe we have approached a 
limit to theuseofairpowerover 
North Viet Nam. As 
they in­ 
crease the movement or as they 
attempt to increase the move­ 
ment of men and material it 
may l>e necessary for us to fur­ 
ther increase our air effort 
there." 


McNamara 
said, 
without 
mentioning a specific figure, 
that he expects an increase on 
the 280,000-man UJS. force in 
Viet Nam before the end of the 
rear. 
And he said the United States 
is producing air munitions at 
such a rapid |iace that he is or­ 
dering a $1-billion cutl>a< k in 
production.

again the previously announced

Wayne Morse, D-Ore., 
said if UJS. air attacks bring 
increased aid from China and 
the Soviet Union to North Viet 
Nam 
“our privileged sanctu­ 
aries in Thailand, the Philip­ 
pines, Okinawa, Japan, not to 
mention Hawaii and the conti­ 
nental United States, could be 
privileged no longer. 
McNamara reiterated at the 
news conference his weekend 
statement that “we do not look 
for a short war." 
“We see no signs that North 
Viet Nam is willing to proceed

Tourist Centers Hit 
By Air Strike Pinch

NEW YORK (AP) — The na­ 
tion’s 
tourist 
centers have 
begun to feel the pinch of the 
strike against five major air­ 
lines, a survey indicated today. 
Hotels throughout the country 
reported 
cancellation as visi­ 
tors found it difficult to get 
space on one of the nonstruck 
airlines. Some tourists lined up 
at airports for available seats 
while others took to trains and 
buses or cars. Some even hitch­ 
hiked. 
In New York, for example, 
cancellations or “no shows’* lor 
reservations of the city’s 90,000 
hotel rooms have more than 
doubled since the airline strike 
began last Friday, a hotel asso­ 
ciation rejxirted. 
Usually around 15 per cent oi 
those who reserve rooms fail to 
show up or cancel out, said 
Daniel C. Hickev, president of 
the New York State Hotel and 
Motel Associated. He said the 
rate in New York City lias gone 
up to l>etvveen 40 and 50 per 
cent. 
Hickey estimated the strike 
was costing the city’s hotel in­ 
dustry $75,000 a day. 
The New York Convention and 
Visitors Bureau put the tourist 
loss to the city as a whole at 
$500,000 a day because of the 
strike. 
San Francisco hotel spokes­ 
men said they had expected a 
large influx of visitors this week 
but for the most part they lia- 
ven’t arrived. 
Newspapers in 
Miami said 
thousands of vacationers were 
stranded there. Only two do­ 
mestic airline.^ are still operat­ 
ing out of Miami and they re­ 
port flights liooked to capacity. 
“We suspect that a lot of per­ 
sons are booking space on more 
than one airline as a hedge 
against the possibility of not 
having a seat," said a spokes­ 
man for nonstruck American 
Airlines in Dallas. “ Asa result, 
we have more no-shows than we 
normally do." 
Three of the airlines serving 
Denver said more flights were 
leaving with empty seats. 
Tiie nonstruck 
airlines were 
so busy taking reservations by 
phone that some reported cus­ 
tomers had long waits — some­ 
times hours — before getting 
through. 


The strike also was having its

on 
business 
and the 
mails. 
The Denver postmaster said 
the strike has caused delays of 
several hours in airmail deliv­ 
eries. The Portland, Ore., post 
office said airmail was being 
delayed iossibly a day to Chica­ 
go or New York, and that regu­ 
lar mail, which used to go by- 
air on a space-available lusis, 
now was going by train. 
Scott Foster, director of pur­ 
chasing for an Oregon electron­ 
ics firm (Tektronix, Inc.), said 
getting materials was difficult.

EDT next 
Monday, and a Titan 2, which is 
to hoist Gemini 10 into space at 
6:21 p.m.

The astronauts will be back in 
the spacecraft Wednesday — 
this time in street clothes — to 
participate in a simulated flight 
and practice several emergency 
procedures and key elements of 
the planned three-day flight.
